BURKING IN BUFFALO.
PR
Discovery of Four Barreln of Bodies at
an Kxpress Office—No Clue to the Mar-
derern.
From the Bufralo Commercial Adverileer, Feb, 38,
Developments of & moet horrible and dingnst-
ing nature ocenrred In this oily yesterday after-
noon and last evening, the particulers of which,
a¢ we gather them from officers and others, are
as follows:—

During Tuoesday nlght four flour barrels, the
contents of which were unkuown, wore lett on
the sidewalk in front of the American Express
Office, West Sencca streel., Each bhad a label
bearing the address:—'*J, Smith & Co., Aun
Arbor, Mich.,” via Grund Trunk Raflroad. These
barrele, on “’ednendny afternoon, were seut by
the Express Company to the Grand Trunk treieht
house, to be forwarded according to the marks,
We learn that freight s frequently received for
the Grand Tronk road, as this was, without see-
ing the parties. After Lhie barrels were delivered
in the ireight house, and wnile being rolled
about, the head of one of them came ont, dig-
closing the body of ap old man. An employe in
the ireight honse immediately went to the oflice of
the Superintendent o1 Police, and gave mforma-
tion of the tact, when Derectives Cusack snd
Waoits were despatched to Investigate the mat
ter, On examining the cother three barrels,
their contents were found to be of the same
ghastly nature, In one was the body of a
women, apparently about torty years of age,
together with that of a recently born female
intant. The woman had light-brows hair, in-
clining {o grey about the temples, The incisor
or frout teeth of the upper jaw were all gone
eave one, She I8 supporéd to have died in
giviog birth to the child, In another barrel
was the body of & woman of small stature,
nbout filty or tifty-five yeurs of are, very much
emnciated; the hair cropped short and turn-
ing grey; au[:rosed to have died of congump-
tion, The third barrel inclosed the body of
& man seemingly from sixty-five to seventy
vears of age, about five feet slx inches in

helght, and weighing. when alive, from
130 to 136 unds, His halr and beard
were grey, In the fourth was the body

of & man 40 to 456 vears of sge, live feet nine or
ten inches in height: dark hair, ohin whiskers of
the same color, inclined to grey; short mous-
tache, al#o inclined to grey; prominent cheek
bones; supposed to weigh abont 15606 pounds.
These bodies were all nude, and bore the ap-
pearance of never having been burled or even
prepared for burial, Under the superinten-
denee of Detectives Cosack and Watts they were
removed to Kruft's dead-house in the evening,
where they were clesnsed from Lhe flour and
dirt and decently laid out, Tne bodies had
been packed 1o the barrels like swine, and the
interstices in some instances filled with corn
husks and grass. There were no signs of decay
appareut in any of the bodies, nor any offensive
odor from any of them, and it was thought that
all of them had died within » few days.

From circumstances econnect with the
affair, it appears evident these bodies were
packed in Buaffulo, and suspicions are openly
expressed, Hundreds of people visited the
dead-tiouse during this forenoon, but none of
the bodies have yet been positively ideatified,
A gentleman who lives on Butfalo Plains said
that one of the bodies was thut of 8 man whom
be had seen about the poor-honse. Much ex-
citement prevails,

Coroner Richarde having been notitied, took
charge of the bodies, and summoned a jury to
investigate the atfair, The inguest commenced
about 11 o'clock in the old Court House, Buttwo
witnesses were examined, viz,, C, W. Dygert
aud J. A, Pomeroy, who testified in relation to
the finding of the barrels iu front of the express
office, snd their removal to and reception at the
freight house, Their testimony was not impor-
tant. The inquest ndjourned ti1l 2 o'clock this
afternoon, when other witnesses had been som-
moned to attend. The atfair will be thoroughly
investigated,and some curions developments are
anticipated.

Under & Royal Prince,

ruler for the ditferent people subject to her
Majesty on this side of the ocean us could be
selected—iacts which were not, I am assured,
overlooked in high quarters in vaming him,
The voung gentleman s named Arthor Wil-
liam Patrick Albert, baving received his ficst
name, by the Queen's command, 1o compliment
to the lute Duke of Wellington, and his third as
o mark of regard jor the whole Irish people, of
whom the Duke was an illustrious representa-
tive. Privee Avthur lacks only a couple of
months to complete the seventeenth year of his
age, haviog been born In May, 1850, He bears
the title of Duoke of Baxe, The Prince Is
healthy, well formed, and sctive,

He is not only Irish in his patronymics, but
is the only one of the Queen's children who
made his emr‘y into publie life in Ireland, which
he did a couple of years since by atteading at
the annunl examingtion in the Royal Hiberniso
Military Academy in Dublin and delivering the
premiums to the gons of the soldiers who dis-
tinguished themselves us pupils doring the term.
The Prince delivered a speeeh—his malden
eflort—on the oceasion, So It may be fairly

Lawlessmens in Tennessce—Proclamation
by Guovermor Brewnlow.
Governor Brownlow hay lssued a proclama-
tion, in which he statos that he hax recéived
information of “atroclous murders and nume-
rous outrages committed in eertaln counties in
Tennessee, by violent and disloyasl men, upon
the persons and property of Unlon men, whoke
only offense has been their upswerving devos
tion 1o the national flag, and thelr uniform
supporit of the State Government; and that
these bad men are banding themselves
together In some localities, and nnllry:
ing loyal men to leave within o given time,
He therefore proalaims that he intends to put
aslop to all anch oulrr:gﬂu. by at onco eallin
into actunl sorvice n sufliciont number of loya
volunteers, under the act recently rmmml by
the Legisloture to organize and eqoip a Siate
uard, composed of loyal mon, and nuh{mt o
1in order, for specinl service, when, In hix opl-
nion the safety of life, property or, llberiy, or
the faithful exeeution of law, require it The
GOvernor aysi—
Standing, as I do, on the broad prinelples of
the Constitution, and sworn to enforce the
laws, 1 have no concessions to make to trallors,
no compromises to offer Lo assassins and rob-
bors, and If, in the sweep of coming events, re-
tributive justice shall overtake the Iawless
and wvivlent, their own temerity will have
called 1t forth, The outrages eonumerated
must and shall cease, ‘Hayvipg reached the
foregoing conclusion, I felt justifted in ex-
pressing the opinjon that the present State
Government in Tennessee—so generally acqui-
erced In by loysl and law-ablding peocple
—will be sustained and proserved despite nll
the effurts of disappointed traltors and disloyal
newspapers, The intercsts of trade, of agiieal-
toral pursuits, of commercial intercourse Le-
tween this State and othoers—of the develop-
ment of our vast resources, of emigration, as
well ns jostice to Joyal sufferers—all require
that Lhese oulrnges al once cease in every
county in the State. Disloyal men are giv-
ing forth thelr vile utterances In rallroad
ears, In public hotels, on the stroets, and
throvgh the newspapers, damaging the mate-
rinl interests of Lthe State, those of commeres,
those of the mechanle aris, of religion and edu-
cation, as well aa bringing reproach upon the
Commonwealth, I ecannot, howaver, close this
brief proclamation without endeavoring to im-
l.u'cu upon my fellowscitizens of all partles the
mportance—Lihe absolnte necessity—of remain-
Ingqulot. of preserving d order, and a qulet
submission to,and a rigkl enforcoement of, the
Inws everywhere within the llmiw of oar Stuate,
Outrages upon loyal clitizens, whether whits or
bBlack, and the setting asideol the franchise law,
are all the work of bad men, who desire to
foment strife, and will not be tolerated, Prudent
nnd experlenced men will be placed (neharge of
the “State Guard" In every county where mv[v
are placed, who will be required to protect all
good citizens, Irrespective of politieal partles,
and to punish marderers, robters, and all vio-
lutors of law, And the number of Lroops culled
Into active service will be inecreased or dimin-
ished, as the good or bad conduot of the people
shall be deve oped, Hoping this proclamation
will strengthen the hands and Inspire the
hearts of the loyal people of our State as to the
future, and deter the disloyal from farther aols
of violence, I respectfully submitit with & repe-
tition of the nssurance that I mean what 1 say,
and that the General Assembly was In earnest
